A QUIET DAY ALL OVER THE CITY. 
Names of Republicans Lett Of the Register— 
A Cowactiman’s Unwarrantabie later- 
ference With a Voter. 


The election yesterday in Los Au- 
geles passed off very quietly. Business 
was generally suspended, and with the 
exception of the immense crowds im- 
mediately surrounding the polls the 
city wore the aspect of a New England 
Sunday. No fights occurred, and only 
four drunks were arrested. One arrest 
was made for illegal voting, and the 
prisober was soon alterwards discharged, 

he was easily identified. Some ar- 
rests were made iu the morning at the 
White House, but they were for minor 

offenses. A young man, who made 
himself conspicuous at Turnverein Hall 
by interfering with the voters in line, 
attempted to resist an arrest by an 
officer, and got a severe cut in the face. 
Beyond these few and slight difficulties 
nothing serous ocearred. 

Voting commenced immediately on 
the opening of * 2 and continued 
steadily all day. By noon 2,500 votes 
bad been cast, a little more than half 
of the total. The saloons were all 
closed and the thirsty could not gratify 

their desires, but there were various 
little out-of-the-way places where liquid 
refresbments were obtain 

At noon the vote in the various pre- 
— stood as follows: First, 202; dec- 

nd, 243; Third, 437; Fourth, 442; Fifth, 
4205 Sixth, 718; Seventh, 150; Eighth, 


450. 

The Republicans were well organized, 
in fact better than they ever were be.
